LEAKAGES OF MILITARY INFORMATION 
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IBRAHIM MOUSTAFA 


eee ne -— 





In March 1940 an agent obtained from the Japanese 
Consulate a report rendered by a Tally Clerk giving information 
about the Australian Troop Movements and certain particulars of 
British Shipping. This report was photostated and returned to the 
Consulate through the same channels. The repvort was made on a form 
issued by Messrs. Stapledon to their Tally Clerks and enquiries 
were started to identify the individual concerned from his hand- 
writing. Messrs. Stapledons were able to help with this and 
{identified the handwriting as that of a man named IBRAHIM 
MOUSTAPHA who had worked for them as a Tally Clerk and had been 
discharged by them in September 1939. His whereabouts since that 
date were unknown to Messrs. Stapvledons and he was therefore 
putting their forms to an improper use. 


Having obtained Wis name, steps were taken to trace him 
and to find out what he was doing. It was learnt that he was 
acting as a letter writer and frequenting a café which was known 
to be the haunt of Tally Clerks used for collecting information 
for certain consulates. 


On the 18th May, Mr. Craig of Messrs. Stapledons informed 
Harvey Bey that he had just seen Ibrahim Moustapha sitting at this 
Café. Lt. Nesbitt Assistant Base Security Officer who was with 
Harvey Bey at the time, took two plain clothes police Agents 
immediately to the Café where Mr. Craig pointed out Ibrahim 
Moustafa. The Police then effected his arrest and conducted him 
to the C.1I.D. Office where he was searched and in his pocket was 
found 2 sheets of a report in his handwriting in which a reference 
was made to troop movements, etc., at Suez and in the Canal 
({ncidentally fois ie Ae troops had arrived at Kantara the day 
before). He mentioned also in his report that Italian ships had 
been delayed by these move meiye. Two significant sentences are 


worth reco rding "FOR YOUR INFORMATION" then followed items des- 
cribing tanks, military stores and other details. The report 
ended "MORE INFORMATION WILL FOLLOW", When questioned why he had 


written these reports and who they were for he replied "I am out 
of work and doing it for fun". He was shown the original report 
which had been extracted from the Consulate files (this report 
also gave information about troop movements) and admitted that 

it was in his handwriting. When asked who he had sent them to 

he stated he had given it to the KAWASS of the Japanese Consulate. 


Keissy Bey the Military Prosecutor ordered the arrest 
and detention of both Ibrahim Moustafa and Hassanein the Kawass 
and further authorised the search of the houses of any other per- 
sons who he had reason to believe to be implicated with this case. 
Accordingly the houses of KAIZO NAMBU and SCOCCIMARRO (who are 
known to be channels through which such information passes) were 
searched. It should be noted that this authority was given about 
24 hours after Ibrahim had been arrested. Nothing incriminating 
was found but this was probably due to delay as the Military 
Prosecutor resides in Ismailia. However this move has had a very 
salutary effect in Japanese and Italian circles. 


The following day it was reported that as a result of 

this raid the Japanese Consul instructed all his staff to exercise 
extreme discretion. Also Mr. Nambu paid a visit to the Japanese | 
Consuj and shortly afterwards No. 7 was informed that his services 
were no longer required. Before leaving this agent extracted 2 
more reports in Ibrahim Moustafa's Handwriting which indicated 
that he had been engaged in esvionage over a very considerable icp | 
period. ‘ 











We have evidence that for the past three years the 
Javanese Consul has been spending considerable sums to collect 
Military Information. At one time he was paying as much as 
£200 per month, and No. 7 informs us that at present he is 
spending £60 per month. Also we have notes in the handwriting 
of Mr. OHNO (the previous Japanese Consul at Port-Said) in- 
structing various agents to collect information. This case 
provides final and definite evidence that the Japanese Consul 
has been abusing his Consular privileges. I understand that 
the Public Prosecutor has visited the Ministry, and laid before 
them the full facts of the case. 


No. 7 has been serving us faithfully for over five 
vears, and during this time has provided us with much useful 
and accurate information. It is most regrettable that he has 
lost his position as a result of rendering us a service of the 
utmost importance. 


This would not have happened but for the fact that 
the case of MOUSTAFA was placed in the hands of the Military 
Court Prosecutor. In his enthusiasm to press the case home, 
and to obtain further evidence he arrested HASSANEIN, the 
Kawass of the Javanese Consulate and showed him the Photostat 
copy of the report we obtained in March (obtained by No. 7 
from the Consulate files). This made it obvious to the Japanese 
Consul that a serious leakage existed in his organisation. 


On 20th May, the Canal Company telephoned us about 
COSMO, an employee at Kantara who was also suspected of passing 
wiittary Information. We were informed that COSMO” Was in Port 
Said and had asked for vermission to telephone to his wife at 
Kantara. Permission was granted, but the call was interfered 
with, and only parts of his conversation were allowed to go 
through. He was heard to ask his wife to destroy immediately 
the papers in the drawer of his desk. Permission was obtained 
from the Public Prosecutor to search his house, and this was 
carried out with the minimum of delay. However nothing 
definitely incriminating was found but a number of papers 
were removed for further examination.

In reply to yours of the 26th instant (Ref S.B.) the 
information learned is as follows. 

On Wednesday last July, 19th an Austrian refugee, one 
Fran Bertha Kanfer arrived from Vienna as a result of an application 
by me and she speaks little English. A friend of hers who has been 
in Bristol since December last came to my house on Thursday evening 
to see her and to interpret for us. 

Before she left she mentioned the fact that Frau Kanfer 
made a reference to the fact that she knew of a case of an Austrian 
ex-officer who waS managing an hotel for an English Company in 
Port Sudan. The name of this man is Alexander HUEBSCH. The Hotel 
name is not known. It appears that he undertakes conducted tours. 

His Austrian home is in Graz, he is not married but has 
a sister-in-law in Vienna, who has from time to time made statemens 
as to his being a German Nazi Agente He was known to visit Berlin 
last Summer before returning to Vienna or his home and apparently 
the sister-in-law left no doubt in the minds of her circle of 
friends or acquaintances (to which Frau Kamfer belonged at that 
time or shortly before- that he was working for the German 
authorities. 

His brother holds a prominent position in the National 
Socialist movement in or near Vienna. 

Having been told so much or so little, I felt it my duty 
to inform you and let you judge whether or not the matter is wort!
